FLEET _— IN MIMIC WARK. 
Although ‘‘war’ has not yet been 


declared, the mobilization of the Brit- 
ish flest is practically completed. It 
is ready to meet all eventuaiities and 
repel the aitack of an imaginery en- 
emy now assembling off the west coast 
of Ireland and threatening to make a 
descent on the coast of England. The 
greatest aggregation of iighting ships 
ever assembied totalling 325 warships 
of various types and 65,000 men is par- 
ticipating in the mimic warfare which 
is designed to test the efficiency of 
the new admiraity system for the de- 
fence of the British coasts and com- 
merce on the high seas. One of the 
most interesting features is to be the 
collecting of British merchantmen at 
certain ports and convoying them 19 
home points. The force !s divided into 
two fleets, the red (British) consis*ing 
of 235 vessels, including 66 torpedo 
boats and submarines, and the biue, 
(the enemy) consisting of 50 warships 
without torpedo boats or sub-marins. 
Admirals Sir Arthur Wilson and Lord 
Charles Beresford command the red 
fleet, while Vice-Admirai Sir Wiliiam 
Mav commands the enemy. The ma- 
nouevres are divided into two scetions. 
First the attack and defence of the 
coasts,in which torpedo craft and sub- 
marines will play an important. part. 
Second, the defence of the seaboard 
commerce and supplies and atthesame 
time maintaining the 
the English coasts. Admiral May is 
now concentrating the Atlantic fleet 
and the first cruiser squadron, the lat- 
ter in the command of Vica-Admira 
Prince Louis of Battenburg, at Ber- 
haven, ths enemy's territory, consist- 
ing of Scotland, Ireland, and the chan 
nel islands, while Admiral Wilson, with 
the channel] fleet, together with the re- 
serve vessels, has taken up strategic 
positions along the coast of England 
Lord Beresford’s Meditterannean squad 
ron, with which constant wireless com- 
munication is kcpt up, is centred a 
Gibraltar in readiness to operate in 
the protection of merchantmen agains: 
raids of the enemy on trade routes.
